morbid  depression  of  spirit  and  heart  >  iok- 
ness.  Her  thoughts  by  day  and  her  dreams 
by  night,  declared  too  plainly  how  hard  it 
«os  to  submit  to  the  trial  which  Provi¬ 
dence  had  appointed  for  her. 

But  as  days  and  weeks  passed  un,  she 
became  more  reconciled  to  her  lot  ;  and 
what  with  foddering  and  milking  of  the

That  of¬ 
ficer’s  name  was  Mr.  Smith.  He  did  not 
arrive  till  after  midnight,  and  then  deemed 
it  best  to  defer  his  inquest  till  next  day, 
as  it  would  be  difficult  to  collect  men 
enough  to  form  a  jury  before  that  to  inves¬ 
tigate  tbe  afltair,  and  decide  upon  the  catxee 
of  his  death. 

Meanwhile,  however,  a  messenger  had 
been  sent  to  bear  the  dreadful  tidings  of 
the  sorrowing  event  to  his  poor  widowed 
Margaret.  I  need  not  attempt  to  depict 
the  grief  with  which  she  waa  overwhelmed 
at  this  mournful  intelligence.

The  Coroner's  Inquest  was  held  about 
noon,  and  the  verdict  rendered  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  facta  I  hare  narrattol,  and 
then  the  corpse  waa  removed  to  the  widow’s 
bouse,  where  the  neighbors  all  around  for 
miles,  assembled  Urn  fallowing  dgy  to  tbe 
funeral.  A  clergyman  caffie  and  improved 
tha  aolamn  onrnaioti  by  a  moat  impressive 
diaooune,  after  which  a  long  prnm— inn 
followed  the  remains  to  the  burial  ground 
by  the  scbool-hoam  in  Johnson  town.
